New York Policewoman There- 
sa Bagatta said at the inquiry 
that she met Glazer when she 
went to a doctor’s office accom- 
panied by a local policewoman 
to look at a baby which she la- 
ter purchased with marked bills. 
She testified that a rabbi regis- 
tered the birth, receiving $50, 
and she paid Glazer $3,000.

He found out that the Free Syna- 
gogue adoption center had ‘at 
the time a waiting list of 8,000 
approved couples and very few 
babies were available for them. 
This he ascribed to the “well- 
ordered” way of life which 
keeps illegitimacy at a very low 
rate among Jewish girls, 

It was learned that Assistant 
N. Y. District Attorney Ernest 
Mitler, one of the investigators, 
described the working of this 
ring in November before a Sen- 
ate committee investigating ju- 
venile delinquency.

BLACH is an unusual spelling of a celebrated Jewish fam- 
ily name. The name is commonly spelled Bloch. Blach is 
slightly more correct. The original term was Vlach which has 
the same meaning as Walsh or Welsh, meaning “Foreign.” 

The Blach family originally came from France and settled 
in Germany and Eastern Europe as early as the beginning of 
the 15th century. These refugees from France were called Wal- 
lish or Wallach, a name later shortened to Vlach and Blach 
(Bloch). In its Hebrew transliteration there was no difference 
between a “B” and a “V”. The family has furnished the world 
with an extraordinarily large contingent of scientists and phil- 
osophers. When the Nazi murderers entered France in the sad 
days of 1940 the first statue they ordered destroyed was that 
of Chief Rabbi Abraham Bloch, chaplain of the French Armies 
who was killed Aug. 29, 1914 while ministering to a dying

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We Glean Many Hints From Magazine Advertisements

EW potatoes, rhubarb, and even some aspara- 
gus are showing up on the green grocers’ 
stands. Sure sign that spring is on its way. Comes

OUR CHILDREN DON’T HAVE TO FEEL 
THEY BELONG TO A MINORITY GROUP 


By CARL ALPERT 

AIFA — Two weeks ago I reported on the woman of the house, 
H and it might be of some further interest to tell of the life 
of our youngsters—three average American children, now happily 
adjusted to life in Israel. 

Miryam, age 11, is in the sixth grade at the Reali School here 
in Haifa, and from every indication appears to be doing as well as 
any proud parent could expect. Incidentally, 

report ecards are given out only twice a year— 
jn the middle of the season, and at the end. 
Between times, parents are summoned to meet- 
jngs with the teacher at which they are given 
oral reports on the child’s progress. The theory 
js that a cold grade on a card is not sufficient 
to indicate the pupil’s scholarship, attitude or 
progress. 

The class also has a social life of its own, 
and every Friday afternoon the boys and girls 
gather at one of the homes where they play, 
sing, do folk dances, eat, and presumably also 
talk about their teachers and the week’s adventures in ciass. Miry- 
am now also belongs to the scouts, and long hikes are becoming a 
pleasant part of her routine. Besides the usual aspects of scout 
life, the movement here seeks to encourage young people from the 
city to take up life on the soil, and a fairly considerable number 
of youth have been thus influenced to become farmers or join 
































kibbutzim. 


AT THE AGE of 12 every girl in our neighborhood is Bat Mitz- 


yah. There is no ritual or ceremony beyond a big party, and the 


government recognizes the signi 
special rations for such parties. 

Seven-year-old Joel adapted 
even more quickly than his sis- 
ter. His Hebrew pronunciation is 
almost perfect, and has no trace 
of the American accent which 
will mark out the rest of us for 
the remainder of our lives. Since 
we deliberately speak English at 
home he is maintaining his 
knowledge of that tongue, but 
there is no hiding the fact that he 
is rapidly becoming more fluent 
in Hebrew—and is gradually mix- 
ing more and more Hebrew words 
with his English. 

Favorite hobby of both ehil- 
dren is stamp-collecting, and in 
view of the world-wide origins of 
neighbors and classmates, there 
is ample supply of duplicates for 
eonstant swapping.

Sanderson, who is a former Boston at- 
torney, and now is deputy chief of cust- 
oms of Israel, charged that the Jews of the 
United States “are demoralized” and “on 
the defensive” and “shying away from 
liberal causes.” 

He seems to blame this for the drastic 
drop in membership in the Zionist Organi- 
zation of America and the reluctance to 
support halutziut (pioneering to Israel.) 

If there is any cringing in the Jewish 
community over McCarthyism, it is not 
visible in the stern and critical resolutions 
passed by our national Jewish organi- 
zations deploring activities which lead to 
infringement of the rights of free speech. 

Nor does a recent poll made by the 
Gallups organization, which showed only 
15 per cent of Jews favoring McCarthy, 
bear out Sanderson’s logic. 

Sanderson is on much stronger ground 
when he says that “American Jews are 
the very lush anden-ETAOISHRDLU ww 
demoralized because they are torn be- 
tween the very lush and comfortable life 
in America and on the other hand, be- 

cause of their striving to, attain their Jew- 
ish identity in pobitive fashion.” 

“They have reluctantly accepted that 
assimilation is not possible nor practical, 
but they have not found the opposite an- 
swer. This accounts for their rejection of 
Ben Gurion’s definition of what is a Zion- 
ist; his belief that the centrality of Jewish 
life can only lie in Israel.

“Deep down in every Jew’s heart, he 
knows that living a full Jewish life can 
not be achieved in the traditional sense of 
the word in America.” 

Mr. Sanderson seems to be confusing 
two questions. 


One is the trend away from liberalism, 
but this is not particularly an American 
phenomenon, much less an American Jew- 
ish phenomenon. Even Israel has veered 
away from the left towards the center. 

The other question is the problem of 
living a full Jewish in the United States. 


On this question, there is a wide area 
for disagreement, and Mr. Sanderson has a 
perfect right to take the position he has. 
But even he would concede that there has 
been a shift, and not an imperceptible one, 
from the negative to the positive in Ameri- 
can Jewish living. If we are building new 
houses of worship, and if these synago- 
gues are not filled with worshippers, the 
vitality of Judaism in the U. S. today as 
compared with even ten years ago is too 
obvious to escape even the casual obser- 
ver. 


When he refers to halutziut, Mr. Sand- 
erson is on much firmer ground. We agree 
that the failure of the U. S. Jewish com- 
munity to develop a strong pioneering 
movement for Israel indicates graphically 
the lack of rootedness of the Jewish group 
in the U. S. 


If Jews -were truly and firmly rooted 
in the United States, they would not hesi- 
tate one moment to espouse a movement 
which gives such promise of so much bene- 
fit not only to Israel, and to the U. S. Jew- 
ish community, but to the ideals of Ameri- 
can democracy — Americanism if you 
please. 








exclaim: “He does not play cards 
with Jews. He has never played 
golf with Jews!” And that will 
be sufficient to prove his bias. 

By the same token we will be 
free to defend the tarnished re- 
cord of the most rabid Jew-baiter 
by shouting from the roof tops: 
“He has played cards with Jews!

Possibly, future historians who 
may wish to delve into mire of 
Nazi Germany will be able to 
prove that Streicher once played 
poker with a Jew; or that Goer- 
ing went hunting with Jews.

HE work done in Israel by non-Zionist organiza- 
T tions makes an interesting subject for study. 
From personal contacts I know something about the 
activities of the American Technion Society, the 
American Fund for Israel Insti- 
tutions, the ORT and the HIAS. 
When I heard of the activities 
of the National Council of Jew- 
ish Women, I decided to find 
out for myself. From an hour’s 
talk with Mrs. Frank Cohen and 
Mrs. Hortense VU.

since 1946 under the scholarship program of the 
National Council of Jewish Women, I know personal- 
ly only Hilda Hochwald (Mrs. Alexander Kootz) and 
Tova Ben-Dov. ° 

Hilda was born in Germany and settled in Pales- 
tine before Hitler. She married another pre-Hitler 
German Zionist, Dr. Ernest Alexander Katz, now 
professor of Social Sciences at the Technion. Yekkes 
who were Zionists and settled in Palestine before 
Hitler form a peculiar elite class. They have reason 
to be proud: they left a civilized Western country 
where Jews felt safe from persecution and went into 
the wilderness of Palestine to work among the un- 
couth, disorganized but fascinating East Europeans 
who still rule the country. In 1933, the German 
Jews who once thought the Zionists were dangefous 
madmen, began to come in masses. But whatever 
justified arrogance the pre-Hitler yekke Zionists may 
possess (and I don’t recall Hilda showing signs of 
it) is more than compensated by their devotion to 
the country. In Hilda’s case, I saw evidence of 
genuine dedication combined with a high degree of 
knowledge and intelligence and a shrewd under- 
Standing of people. 

TOVA IS JUST AS DEVOTED, just as capable, 
just as intelligent. But she is a different type of 
Israeli: she is a sabra, grown out of Israel’s soil, a 
graduate of the youth movement and of the perilous 
and courageous exploits of her generation in which 
she took a part. The sabra is not as ponderous an 
individual as the yekke. A sabra laughs better, has 
a lighter touch, a better sense of humor. But he 
quickly passes from carefree fun and laughter to 
the grim business of building the wasteland or fight- 
ing for national survival. And, despite the occasional 
bravado of some sabras in America, the sabra, as 
a type, is a very modest person. Tova is one of the 
finest specimens of her type. 

Good choices are not made by mere chance, and 
the National Council of Jewish Women has a care-

fully selected Israeli committee and a New York 
committee to pass on applications and to assign 
each successful candidate to his or her appropriate 
school. Some are placed in New York, others are 
sent to Chicago, to Syracuse, to other places, depend- 
ing on the nature of the study to be pursued. Four- 
teen out of sixteen scholarships now sponsored by 
the Council are Israeli. There are now 30 Council 
graduates in Israel—evidently the proportion of Is- 
raeli scholars has grown sinte 1946. 


The Council also supports the School of Educa- 
tion affiliated with the Hebrew University in Jeru- 
salem, and sends parcels for children to Israel, to 
Morocco and other countries, and is interested in a 
welfare institution in Paris. 

Careful selection of people for their jobs is a trait 
that is not Highly developed in Israel. Another 
trait that needs further development is disregard for 
party affiliation. In both these respects the Nae 
tional Council-of Jewish Women is making a notable 
contribution.
